Cooper, who made a bull's 
eye landing in the Pacific by 
manual control after his au­ 
tomatic control system failed, 
offered his praise to all who 
took part in the project.

tim e,” one official said. 


He was commenting on a 


Bureau of Reclamation sur­ 
vey which was said to have 
held up new projects in the 
basin. 


The study was an analysis 
of Missouri Basin finances re­ 
quested by Chairman Wayne 
Aspinall (D-Colo) of the House 
Interior Committee. 
The study was

sent 
to 
Washington but returned be­ 
cause of errors in calculation 
of government interest rates. 
It was explained by a Bu­ 
reau of Reclamation aide that 
the recalculation shows that 
the U.S. treasury’s interest 
rates 
have been 
going up. 
This rate w as used in figur­ 
ing the federal investment in 
Missouri Basin power facili­ 
ties. 


“ This would indicate som e 


slight increase in power costs, 
as rates increase,” the offi­ 
cial said. 


A formal report will be sent

su m m er.” the official said. 
T h e 
chairm an 
reportedly 
wants to see the analysis be­ 
fore he and his committee 
proceed with consideration of 
additional projects in N eb ras­ 
ka and other basin states.

Every one h as warned th at some day a 
’tragedy can be ex pected in ex ploration of 
outer space. Th is h as been th e h istory of 
new ventures. 


The flight was ano ther v icto ry fo r the 
men o f science and fo r the American way 
o f do ing things. The United States, in its 
effo rts to be first in space, has no t made 
men ex pendable in this urgency . 


The wo nder is that it has been av o ided 
this lo ng. No w, if it sho uld co m e at so me 
later date, pro bably it can be accepted with­ 
o ut endangering m an’s adv ance into space. 


Men. brave and true, h ave sttx x l ready 
to risk th eir lives but th eir lives h ave been 
preciously guarded by th e th ousands of oth er 
men wh o h ave labored long h ours on even 
th e most minute details. Th ese men and th e 
astronauts h ave ex panded th e vistas of men 
every wh ere. 
Th e United States ex ploration of space 
stands as a testimony for th e open society . 
Th ere h ave been no secrets in th eir suc­ 
cesses and failures.

Many men lost th eir lives in opening up 
th e West; untold numbers made th e supreme 
sacrifice in th e development of th e airplane 
and in conquering th e seas.

The latest, and o ne o f the mo st far-fetched, 
half truths abo ut Nebraska’s fiscal situatio n 
co m es in an Omaha press repo rt to the effect 
that 2 3 states hav e mo re state emplo y es, o n 
the basis o f po pulatio n, than do es Nebraska, 
while 2 5 states hav e fewer (Virginia is tied 
with the Co rnhusker State. » 


Wh at th e report does not note, of course, 
is th at all 25 states with a lower ratio of state 
employ es th an Nebraska also h ave eith er a 
sales tax or an income tax or both . It is well- 
known th at Nebraska is th e only state in th e 
union wh ich puts such a disproportionate bur­ 
den on property tax es and uses neith er of 
th ese alternative revenues. 


Th en th e Omah a report notes, correctly , 
th at all 23 states with a ratio of state employ es 
h igh er th an Nebraska h ave a sales tax or an 
income tax or both . 
From th is it concludes, “Th e adm inistra­ 
tion of th ose tax es obviously added to th e num­ 
ber of th eir state employ es.” 


Th us, it migh t be concluded even more 
convincingly (by a margin of 25 to 23> th at 
“ th e administration of th ose tax es obviously 
lessened th e number of th eir slate employ es.” 


But Nebraska peo ple surely arc lo o in­ 
telligent to be ho o dwinked by any such spe­ 
cio us reaso ning.

Th e ch ange in th e top brass of th e Federal 
Communications Commission is causing con­ 
siderable speculation.

Th e vacancy on th e Commission is being 
filled by Lee Loevinger, one of th e anti-trust 
auth orities.

Nine y ears after the Supreme Co urt rul­ 
ing, 92 G o f the 3,300.(MM) Negro scho o l children 
In 1 7 so uthern and bo rder states are still in 
segregated scho o ls. Three slates—.Mabaiiia, 
Mississippi and So uth Caro lina—maintain to ­ 
tal segregatio n in their public elementary and 
high scho o ls. 


In th e Deep South , less th an one-h alf of 
Ko of th e Negro pupils go to sch ool with 
wh ites. Robert S. Boy d of th e Ch icago News 
World Service, in compiling some of th e fig­ 
ures, savs th at at th e present rate of admis­ 
sion it will take 150 y ears to get complete 
integration of th e Negroes into th e public 
sch ools. 
Yet th ere are few wh o are unrealistic 
enough to believe, in th e lace of Birmingh am, 
th at integration will proceed at th e pace set by 
th e permissive “ gradual desegregation.” It 
will be stepped up voluntarily or th ere will 
be a period of violence. 
However, more progress h as been made 
th an th e figures sh ow. .Many wh ites are sin­ 
cerely try ing to drop prejudices th at h ave 
become so much a part of th eir makeup th at 
th ey h ave h ardly been conscious of th em. 
In some areas Negroes and wh ites are visit­ 
ing each oth er’s h omes for free and open 
discussions of racial problems. 


Amo ng the Negro es there are respo nsible 
but 
angry 
y o ung 
men 
who 
hav e 
reached 
heights in their o wn pro fessio ns, but are lend­ 
ing their names and influence to help their 
raee. These y o ung men are as far remo v ed 
fro m the militant Black Muslims as mo st 
no rtherners are fro m Birmingham’s Public 
Safety Co mmissio ner Eugene (“ Bull” ) Co nno r. 


Jam es Baldwin, talented Negro auth or, 
say s, “At th e root of th e Negro problem is th e 
necessity of th e wh ite man to find a way of 
living with th e Negro in order to live with 
h imself.” 
Baldwin is merely ex pressing wh at some 
wh ite south ern writers h ave long contended— 
th at th e South lost its greatness wh en it 
compromised with its moral integrity to deny 
th e Negro h is righ ts. Th e Th omas Jeffersons 
were replaced by th e Bilbos, th e Faubuses and 
th e Wallaces. 


Legislatio n is no t eno ugh. The nex t dec­ 
ade must be dedicated to the races learning 
to liv e with each o ther and themselv es with 
respect.

Birmingh am’s barbarism , of dogs and 
water h oses, following h ard on th e h eels of 
th at at Ox ford, and th e many instances of 
discrimination in oth er stales, h igh ligh ts an 
inescapable conclusion. It is th at th e nation’s 
single most important inter­ 
nal problem at th is place and 
time in h istory is h ow we 
deal with th e minorities. To 
say th at th e security of th e 
nation is in th e final balance 
is no overstatement. 
Historians 
h ave 
l ong 
pointed out th at much of our 
national h istory h as been a 
process of integrating minor­ 
ity g r oup s into our life 
stream. Th is h as been largely 
McGill 
accomplish ed insofar as most of th e great 
in-migrations are concerned. 


We are a nation of law. Over it is th a 
Constitution. It asserts th at each citizen sh all 
h ave equal protection of th e law. After al­ 
most a century of ignoring th is constitutional 
provision, th ere came th e sch ool decision of 
19.54 and subsequent court findings in th is 
area . . . th at each citizen sh all h ave equal 
treatment. 


Critics, who were o utraged by that de­ 
cree, insisted each state sho uld be permitted 
to treat its citizens acco rding to its o wn 
wishes, witho ut their reso rting to the federal 
Co nstitutio n. They asserted that the Supreme 
( o urt actio ns illegally “ made law.” This cer­ 
tainly was no t true. The Co nstitutio nal re­ 
quirement had been there all alo ng. 


It was no t until the adv ent o f the Seco nd 
Wo rld War, and the discussio ns and pledges 
o f freedo m and dignity fo r man gro wing o ut 
o f it that we began really to face the pro b­ 
lem o f o ne o f the o ldest o f Americans, the 
Negro , and o f citizens o f Mex ican, Oriental 
and Indian descent. 


Th ere is every wh ere, in Latin America, 
in Africa, in Asia—and in th e United States 
—a revolution of rising ex pectations. Since 
it may not be avoided, it must be faced. 
It is made more difficult by governors such 
as George Wallace of Alabama and Ross 
Barnett of Mississippi, as w'as true 7 y ears 
ago wh en a peaceful process needlessly was 
turned into ch aos and violence by Gov. Orval 
Faubus’ decision in Little Rock. Adding to 
th e difficulty are refusals by lesser officials 
and private 
individuals and organizations. 
But it sh ould be plain to all th at th e issue 
of legitimate rising ex pectations is not going 
to be dissipated. Nor will it disappear. 


If discriminations, admittedly based on 
color, continue in th e field of wh at is called

Pra ctice Hit

After first removing a sting,
